The return from the district of Newry shows 12 other 
deaths from accidents, but does not state whether all or any 
of them arose from the cause mentioned in the order for the 
return. There is also another return of- six deaths, being 
one accidental death and five from natural causes. 

This death occurred by blasting a stone. The return shows 
four other deaths by railway accidents. 

This return mentions six cases of deaths, hut does not state 
from what causes. 



The return from Skibbereen states, that if mines worked by 
individuals is meant the names of several could be returned. 




The return also shows one other death by railway accident.
